No/^^t 70 and in impaired health, I've made arrangements for all work to bo 
available to all others through deposit in a special wing of the new library being oon- 
atruoted at local /l^ood College« and I believe this will be the largest deposit of records 
relating to the assassination of President Kennedy outside the government. 

If as ^ hope it will be decided to disclose these records to ma^ if no English trans- 
lations ore availabJta« I believe it mgy be possible for me to have them translated 
locally. 

Please accept our wishes for a coming brl^ter future for your country, and for 
peace in this troubled world.
